X shontd have said wealtli* 
producers, whether, on wages of sal¬ 
ary or independent, as for example 
farmers. Socialism stands, for the 
elimination of the drones and para.slfc- 
ch of society, for the benefit of the 

active workers. That IfQW this ig to 
ho done, by the abolition of rent, in¬ 
terest and profit wcnfi-ct take to much 
space to describe, at- present; but be 
this one principle amde clear that 
Socialism will give to eaeh worker the 
full product oh hk labor, so that the 
man producing $10 of goods a day in 
shop or or n farm, will no longer re*, 
ceive but $2 a day wages, while the 
surplus values go to n noa-productivo 
boss, or owner; or to middlemen. 

Socialism stands to aid the slot 
worker in this way, removing him for- 
ever from involuntary poverty. It 
stands to aid ihe farmer by saving him 
from the exploitation of railroads.

It Stands to 
abolish industrial despotism, and to 
establish, true democracy, Which un¬ 
der an industrial despotism is itn im¬ 
possibility, All this and more it 
stands for. Let not the jmprcssiou 
go forth flint Socialism is narrow or 
sectarian. It is the broadest tiling in. 
the world—as broad ns the human 
brotherhood itself. 

Now as for the objection which 
you editorially raise about the "self¬ 
ishness" of Socialism, lot me say that 
itt one sense you ore right, in another 
wrong. Socialism is based on three 
fundamental concepts* The first is 
Economic Determinism; which means 
simply tlmt the prevailing methods 
of producing arid distributing wealth 
at any time, forms a predominating 
factor in the social life of that time, 
in its laws, cu$lo ( ms, habits of thought 
and etc. The second is the fact^ of 
•Surplus Vithtes, whereby labor is not 
employed unless it can. produce profits, 
or values over and above its wnges 
and sustinenec. The third is the Class 
Struggle 

The Class Struggle Is simply the 
mime for that conflict which all 
through the ages has been waged by 
various means between flic House of 
Have and the House of Waul. "Wheth¬ 
er under slavery', serfdom, feudalism 
Or Capitalism, the same process goes 
on—the struggle of contending classes. 

Now it an historical fact that how¬ 
ever altruistic or unselfish individuals 
of all classes may have been, thorn Ik 
no instance, of a social class bciftg 
altruistic. Classes are always frankly 
selfish, and the class which rules al¬ 
ways does so by* virtue of superior 
force. This is sad, but true. As Baa* 
croft the historian says; "The privi¬ 
leged classes of mankind have nc con- 
scienceon the subject of their privilege

of wage-slavery-. If this be lf sOlfish" 
this effort of the many to free them¬ 
selves from the leech-like draining of 
the few, then what shall we any of 
those who freed the slaves and "sel¬ 
fishly'-" took away front thn.

Anc 
lb-day the . Socialist movement is simp- 
ly' tins modern ptoses, thfe twentieth 
century abolition, to free those who 
lie in bondage. 

"The spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, ’ ‘ said Jesus, in substance, when 
he came to Nazareth and .miiutmccd 
his mission to the worirt, "Becanso 
He hath nnuointod nm to preuch tue 
gospel to the poor. He hath sent me 
to heal the broken-hearted. To 
preach dclivcrauco to the captives, and 
recovering of sight of the blind. To 
set at liberty them tlmt are bruised.” 

This, too, was "selfish,” from the 
viewpoint of the ruling, exploiting 
classes. Jesus paid the penalty of 
the cross; To-day other leaders of the 
people are like to pay for their temer¬ 
ity with their lives. History repeats 
itself, And when we speak of axty 
liberating movement ns "selfish,” we 
must always search our hearts to dis¬ 
cover which side of the conflict we 
are on.

the village. 

That incident WAS the result oi gov¬ 
ernment by collision. If that mr 
had any principle ftt all, it might be 

expressed thus? Wait till the bhild 
does wrong, then collide with ‘ r. Of 
course none of ns would dd.be- 
collide in just this fashion. We shot 
BO t be so vulgar. When we have an 
altercation with a child, we Choose 
less publicity and have some regard 
fOx refinement and phrase. Perhaps 
too, we ordinarily avoid altercation 
entirely except concerning some very 
grave natter. We should prefe: to 
do without canned salmon rather than 
exhibit our impotence and our temper 
before our neighbors. When howcv , 
we have the Child in seclusion at mr 
mofey, are we deterred from trjang t 
collision method by any considerations 
of principle? If not we belong to the 
same school of parents OS the young 
woman in, the wrapper. The only dif¬ 
ference is that we have not her •mur¬ 
age of conviction-—or of iii'totottce. 

Row those who believe in govern¬ 
ment by r collision need read U0 further; 
for I shall assume that such govern¬ 
ment is only just better than no gov¬ 
ernment at all, and that, if wo tail in¬ 
to its methods, we do so by accident or 
because of the frailty of our temper, 
that every altercation with a child; 
is a confession of weakness; and that 
out principle task is to train ourselves 
so that We may bo able to govern a 
child without colliding with him. Of 
course in the training of children, aB 
iift railroading; it may sometimes be 
necessary to occasion a disaster in ol¬ 
der to avoid a great catastrophe. If a 
freight car is running wild down a 
grade, it is better to throw it off the 
track than to allow it to smash a load¬ 
ed passenger train. So it may some¬ 
times be better to let a child collide 
with you, rather than have him col¬ 
lide with the community. But in 
both cases it is better to have the col¬ 
lision well planned, to recognize it ns 
a disaster, though the lesser of two 
possible ones, and the best of all, lo 
prevent any occasion of resorting to 
destructive measures. 

The Only alternative I know lo gov¬ 
ernment by collision is government by 
habit. To show what I mean, may 1 
Cite an instance in contrast to the 
episode of the switch and the Canned 
salmon? That same summer a small 
boy, six years oTd, was playing with 
his blocks. Hift mother in the next 
room suddenly realized that she had 
not ordered the fruit that was needed 
for the household. “Maxishe call¬ 
ed. How Mas if no-prig, bat ho bad 
learned that he was expected to come 
When eatled; so, with an injunction 
to his playmates not to disturb the 
bridge he was building, lie appeared 
at the doorway, “What Is ill” {lie 
ought to have said, “Yes, mamma/' 
but. as I have remarked, Max is 
thoroughly human.) “I want won to 
do an errand for me—something yon 
have never done before. I want you 
to go to the grocery and get six oran¬ 
ges, * ’ Max started off. “Wait a 
moment. You’ve never gone alone Oft 
such a long errand before. Ho you be¬ 
lieve you Cnit do it quickly and not 
dawdle?'’ Max thought he could, 
and in fact did the errand as prompt¬ 
ly as could bo expected. lie had been 
accustomed to obedience; in addition, 
lid had been accustomed to accepting 
some measure of responsibility. The 
mother controlled him, not by violence 
but by a habit. The oeetirreace was i 
the. result of a long process, and be-' 
came is turn & cause of future, 66* I 
turrenees of similar character, lie- 
dneed to its simplest terms, then, the 
process of training children in the pro-, 
cess of forming habits. 

The earliest habits arc physical. The 
whole duty of matt during the first 
few Weeks of his existence consists in 
feeding and sleeping regularly; and 
most of the rights of matt during that 
period consist in being let alone.

Several years ago we made a little 
test to ascertain the effect of stabling 
as compared with allowing the animal 
access to the open yard with sheds; ad¬ 
joining, The test was carried off dur¬ 
ing November, when the nights were 
cold and frosty. We found in this 
short test that in every instance 
where the cows were compelled to 
sleep in the barn in stalls they did 
not give .as large a yield of milk as 
when alldwed the open air. We were 
quite surprised about this for the 
I nights were quite Cold, though dry. 

? The barn was well ventilated .and the 
animals bad plenty of good, dry bed¬ 
ding and were in clean stalls, Never¬ 
theless, a stall is not as comfortable 
for an animal as the ground, pro¬ 
viding it is not muddy or disagree¬ 
able. 

Wo make it a practice, when chang¬ 
ing from grass to dry feed, of allowing 
he cows as much liberty as possible 
In yards or paddocks about the barn,' 
also to put them in the barn only 
when the weather is bad or at milk¬ 
ing time, until they are well accus¬ 
tomed to the new condition. While 
cOWs are on pasture they naturally 
take considerable exercise. In graz- , 
lug they walk many miles. The 
change from this condition to a nar¬ 
row stall is naturally father severe, 
and due consideration should be made 
in allowing the cow at this time as 
much freedom and open air as pos- 
aiblo.—Orange Judd Farmer.
